REPORT  ON  VISIT  OF  CHICAGO  CONFERENCE  DSLaSATIOIT  TO  CHQ 

For  the  raccrd^   let  it  be  stated:     A  group  of  functional  M31Q- 
Vers  of  Teohnocracy  Inc.,   in  good  standing  with  paid-up  Manibei^ 
ship  dues,   met  in  Chioago^  Illinois,   at  the  Sheridan^-Plaza  Hotel, 
Wilson  and  Sheridan  Roads,   Chicago,  Illinois,    on  the  Uth  and 
12th  of  September,   194S,   for  the  specific  purpose  of  formulating 
a  policy  for  the  E5q:ansion  of  Technocracy  Inc.,    to  be  presented 
to  the  Director-in-Chief  of  Technocracy  Inc.  for  in^l<^nentation 
by  GHQ.#     The  material  so  devised  for  the  Expansion  of  Technoc- 
racy was   to  be  duly  and  properly  presented  by  a  selected   deleg- 
ation of  the  Chicago  Conference,    representative  of  the  entire 
Continental  Ar-3a.     The  material  so  dravm  up  is  now  contained  in 
the  printed  Program  of  the  Chicago  Conference,   three  copies  of 
which  has  been  forv/arded  to  your  Section  Director. 

The  delegation  chosen  by  the  twenty— five  representatives  thus 
assembled  at  the  Chicago  Conference  were;

That  delegation,    on  September  15,   1948,   called  upon  Howard 
Scott  and  presented  the  Program  to  him«     They  laid  in  front  of 
him  all  the  m"^to:.lal,   including  the  Letter  to    »riroctoi^in-Chi-ef 
of  the  Continental  Board  of  .Dlreotcr^b   c;c  Teohnocrac)'-  Ino,  *  r.lth 
the  original  signatures  of  the  25  inctivldaaj.s  presenting  it.     Xt 
is,    therefore^   impossible  for  tho-  delegation  or  the  Chicago 
Conference  members  to  ijnderstand  hon  s'JCd>.  an  open,   above-board 
and  voluntary  action  can  be  ocnsic'erec.  '\    -conspiracy-   or  ha7  any 
one  could  have   'uncovered*   anything v     lb  was  opeaily  placed  before 
Hoivard  Scott,   in  the  presence  of  Valton  Ivie.     It  supplied 
Howard  Scott  rath  the  names  of  the  tvj-enty-^five  individuals  xTho 
signed  the  document.     In  no  other  vray  -Tculd  it  have  been  possible 
for  Hoivard  Scott  to  have  deteniiined  those  names. 

The  second  visit  on  September  15,   1948,   and  the  reception 
accorded  that  group  of  five  functionaD.  members  of  Teciinocracy 
Inc.,    interested  solely  in  prescntirig  a  Pro;^.ram  from  the  Field 
for  the  Expansion  of  Technocracy  Inc^.^   intended  to  have  been 
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iinplemaited  by  CHCl,   has  teen  outlined  briefly  in  the  Letter  to 
Howard  Scott^    dated  September  20,   1948,   printed  at  the  end  of 
the  Program  of  the  Chicago  Conference.     Howard  Scott  has  re- 
ceived that  original  letter;    the  Chicago  Conference  has  in  its 
files  a  registered  return  Certificate  of  its  receipt  at  CHQ. 

Members  of  Technocracy  have  studied  the  Scientific  Method. 
They  advocate  its  use  in  every  field  of  human  behaviour  and  in 
the  entire  social  mechanism.     Therefore,   it   is   expected  that 
the  Sections  and  Groups  of  Technocracy  Inc#  and  the  individual 
members  thereof.  Tail  apply  the  scientific  method  in  the 
analysis  of  the  Chicago  Conference  Program. 

Let  us  examine  the  facts  as  contained  in  the  printed  Program, 
of  the  Chicago  Conference,   openly  placed  before  Eorrard  ScAtt, 
Directoi*-in-Chief,  with  the  specific  suggestion  that  this 
Program  be  implemented  by  CHGl.     After  reading   the  Program,   the 
Members   of  Technocracy  Inc.  vdll  be  able  to  judge  whether  that 
Progrcm  Y;-ould  sabotage  Tcclinooracy  Inc.   or  advance  it. 

The  Chicago  Conference  Program  is  concise  and  clear;  it  \7T\s 
and  is  designed  to  expand  the  activities  of   Technocracy^  Inc. 
all  over  this  North  Americpji   Continental  Area.     It  can  be 
instituted  by  a  duly  appointed  Continental  Board  of  Directors, 
rdth  a  minimum  number  of  five  Directors;   that  Board  to  be 
selected  at  an  aijuiual  l^iieting  of   the  Membership  of  Technocracy 
Inc.,    such  meeting   to  be  duly  convened  as  provided  by  the  Icsvrs 
governing  l.ferabership  Corporations. 

For  every  Technocrat  of  ITorth  Ara^ricxi,   the  time  of  decision 
has  arrived.-    Shall  vre  permit  tlie  continuation  of  a  non- 
functional structiore  at  our  Continental  Eeadqu;'jrters,  where 
decisions  are  now  reached  solely  by  one  unn,   or  sh.all  \jo 
establish  an  Organizational  structure  at  Continental  Head- 
quarteiTS  along  functional   lines,    its  operations  to  be  deter- 
mined by  a  majority  decision  of  the  Continental  Board  of 
Governors.     Your  support  for  t'.io  Chicjago  Conference  Program, 
therefore,  v/ill  be  based  on  vJh ether  or  not  we  shall  set  oui? 
ofvm  house  in  order  and  Make  TechnocaTacy  Ivibvel 

R.  B.   Langan  had  arranged  for  a  cjonference  with  Kavard  Scott 
by  telegram  prior  to  the. delegation's  trip  to  Nc^\''  York   'to 
discuss   serious  pr6blcms    '     Early  Wednesday  afternoon,  Sept. 
15,   1948,   he  telephoned  CH3t  to  make  sure  that  Howard  Scott 
iTas  there.     All  five  of   the  delegation  then  went  to  CHQ.. 
Introductions  V7ere  made  all  around,   and  \re  sat  down  to  talk. 
Chas.  G.  Norris  took  the  lead  and  stated  tliat  our  purpose  in 
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caning  was  to  discuss  -ways  and  means  to  revitalize  the  operating 
mechanism  of  Technocracy  Inc.     He  got  about  as   far  as  to  state 
that  we  had  a  Program.     Howard  Scott  interrupted  and  asked  to 
see  the  Program.     Scott  was  handed  the  Preanible  to  the  Program, 
which  lists  all  the  symptoms  of  the  decline  of  Technocracy, 
Hov;aj7d  Scott  read  this  and  then  stated  that  many  of  the  points 
mentioned  had  considerable  merit  to   them,   but  that  the  document 
was  not  specific,     Ee  was   told  that  it  v/as  only  a  statement  of 
reasons  for  and  syir^toms  of  the  decline  of   Tedinocraqy  Inc.,. 
and  that  we  had  a  specific  detailed  Program. 

This  was  handed  to  him  and  he  read  both  Document  A  and  Docu- 
ment B.     Then  vre  gave  him.  the  proposed  General  Mailing  Release, 
entitled    'A  Basic  Change  of  Policy*'     He  glanced  over  this 
and  did  not  say  much.     Hov^ever,   as  soon  as  he  finished,   he 
demanded  to  know  v;ho  started  this  movement  and  who  financed  it. 
He  accused  Langan  of  obtaining  an  interview  imder  false  pre- 
tenses.    A  cat  may  look  at  a  JSing.     Even  a  louse  may  crawl 
around  in  a  Queen's  hair,   as  Robert  Bums  pointed  out.     However, 
the  lumbers  of  Technocracy  Xnc,  have  no  right  to  an  interview 
with  Hwrard  Scott,  whom  they  pay  and  sustain  in  his  office, 
except  on  the  terms  laid  dov/n  \y  him. 

In  regard  to  paragraph  one  in  Document  A,   requesting  a  fin- 
ancial report,   Hoimrd  Scott  stated  that  CHa  was  preparing  a 
financial  statement  as  of  August  31,   1948-     At  this  point  C. 
G.  Norris  asked  if  there  were  financial  statements  in  the  files 
for  periods  prior  to  August  31,   1943.     Scott  said    nTes.*     Norris 
said:      'IVhat's  the  matter  with  letting  us  see  them?'     Scott 
merely  shrugged  his  shoulders. 

Howard  Scott  told  the  delegation  that  the  other  Directors  of 
Teciinocracy  Inc.  were  there  only  for  legal  purposes.     This 
means  that  they  are  strav;  men,   appointed  purely  to  keep  the 
nujnber  of  Directors  from  falling  belov/  the  minimum  necessary 
in  law.     However,  Howard  Scott  at  no  time  told  us  who  these 
Directors  were.     He  flatly  refused  to  name  them.     This   leaves 
Howard  Scott  in  sole  control  of  Technocracy^  Inc.     He  is  a  quorum 
of  one,   in  direct  contradiction  to  law,   since  one  iDan  cannot 
constitute  a  quorum.     There  must  be  more.     Consequently, 
Eovrard  Scott  makes  all  the  decisions  which  should  be  nade  only 
by  a  majority  of  the  Boarcl  empoi'/'erecl  to  act.     Hovvard  Scott, 
alone,  makes  the  policy  of  CHCl  and  HoiYard  Scott,   alone,    en- 
forces-it  in  any  v/ay  that  it  suits  him.     If  this  vrero  net  correct, 
Ho'^T.rc•  Scott  would  not  mind  naming  the  otiier  Continental 
Directors.     This  he  refuses   to  do.     All  the  operations   of  CHQ 
are  shrcudtjd  in  extreme  secrecy. 
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The  Members  of  Technocracy,   for  a  period  of   15  years,   have 
"keen  illegally  deprived  of  the  most  simple,   elementary  legal 
rights  of  Meniership  Corporation  memibers.     Eoward  Scott  said 
that  what  governs   the  Sections    (BL  ci  GR)   does  not  apply  to  CHd. 
He  was  asked  directly  if  CHQ  has  a  separate  set  of  By^I^ws  to 
govern  its  own  operations.     He  said   'No»  *     What  this  amounts 
to  is  that  Howard  Scott  considers  CHQ  to  be  not  only  above  the 
BL  &  GR,  but  also  above  the  laws  of  Nav  Tork  State,   since  CHQ. 
is  under  no  oompftlsion  to  obey  its  own  By-Laws, 

Howard  Scott  reiterated  several  times  that  the  Program  of  the 
Chicago  Conference  was  an  effort  to  effectuate  a  legal  reorgan- 
ization of  Technocracj''  Inc.     He  vra,s  politely  informed  by  several 
of  the  delegation  that  such  was  not  the  case,    since  alL  the 
objectives  outlined  could  be  reached  hy  simply  iiaplementing 
present  provisions  of  the  Ke^'/  York  State  Lscvr,     This  fact  made 
no  in^^ression  whatsoever  on  Howard  Scott.     Ke  insisted  that  it 
•was  a  legal  reorganization.     Even  if  the  Progrmn  was  a  legnl 
reorganization,  where  would  be  the  crime  in  that?     TVho  has  a 
better  right  to  ask  for  alterations  in  the  operating  mechanism 
of  Technocracy  Inc»   than  the  i-5:3iibers  yjho  operate  it,  who  pay 
the  freight,  and  v/ho  do  the  wark? 

At  one  point  in  this  intervicsv^,  Howard  Scott  said  flatly  that 
the  Continental  Board  of  Directors  of  Technocracy  Inc.  was   •a 
self— perpetuating  Board.*     Those  are  his  words,     llovf,   listen 
carefully,  Fellov;  Technocrats i     There  is  no  such  thing  in 
existence  for  l-laiibership  Corporations  as  a  self— perpetuating 
Board.     Sudi  a  thing  is  illegal,   arbitrary",  authoritarian  and 
fascistic.     The  law  plainly  states,   in  language  a  nine-year  old 
can   easily  understand,   that  Directors    'shr-ll  be  elected  by  the 
members  and  other  persons  entitled  to  vote  therefor.'     Those 
are  the  exact  words  in  the  Ir.v/.     However,    it  seems  that  suc^* 
mundane  tilings  as  a  simple  legal  requirement  do  not  apply  to  the 
grandiose  concepts  of  the  executive  heqjd  of  Technocracy  Inc. 


After  considerable  discussion,  Hov/ard  Scott  said  that  the 
delegation  -virxs  engaged  in  a  conspiracy.     He  mist  really  think 
that  the  delegation  was  composed  of  subnormal  quarter-wits  to 
swallow  a  stateEa3nt  like  that.     We  point  this  out  because  the 
documaits  handed  to  him  to  read  were  signed  by  25  Members  of 
Technocracy  Inc.  in  their  own  handwriting.     V^at  kind  of 
•conspira tors'  are  the^'-  who  sign  their  'conspiracy'  and  hand 
it  openly  to  the  one  thc^  are  supposedly   'conspiring'  against? 
Sin^ile  horse  sense  shouts  that  some  one  is  badly  confused  I  IVhile 
during  tlie  interviow  Hazard  Scott  accused  the  delegation  of 
conspiraoy,  he  also,   severr^l  times,   in  the  presence  of  six 
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vdtnesses,   stated  that  he  had  no  doubt  whatsoever  about  the 
integrity  and  sincerity  of   the  delegation.     Svidently,   the  idqh 
mist  be  GcnfusedJ 

All  during  that  first  and  only  interview,  Hov/ard  Scott  kept 
dragging  in  extraneous  material  to  becloud  the  issue.     Re  tried 
to  t^^e  in  the  crai^go  Conference  Program  mth  some  local  Section 
pro'..Lems  in  Detroit.     He  tried  to  tie  it  in  vdth  H,  V,  IVilJdLe's 
eii?r«:i>  to  get  Gr.;y  ^uits  for  Members,     Ee  condemned  IVilkie 
strongly.     Ke  dragged  R.  W.  Herring,   Director  of  the  Detroit 
Scoc.lon^   in  and  tried  to  tie  him  vdth  T7i3Jd.e  and  the  Chicago 
C-^rfcrenc^  PrograT.  in  such  a  way  as   to  infer  that  the  Chicago 
Ccnf  ?ronce  Program  v/as  not  the  open  and  aboveboard  conclusion 
of  a'  out  100  top  functional  Members  but  a  private  move  of  sorae 
sor-^v. 

Hov/ard  Scott  refused  to  ansv/er  any  questions..    Ke  refused  to 
reveal    the  rames   of   the  Continental  Directors.     He  recused  to  let 
the  delegation  look  at  the  financial   records.     He  refused  to 
appoint  any  temporary  Directors  to  bring  the  number  up  to   the 
five  specified  in  the  Ccrtifiaite  of  Incorjx^ration.     He  refused 
to  discuss  the  Program  itself  but  v;ent  off  const-intl;/  on  all 
sorts  of   tangents   to  kill  time  and  divert  attention.      Time  after 
tin:e  the  delegation  brought  him  back  to   the  Prog  rain  and  time 
after  time  he  v/cnt  off   the  subject. 


iiJvery  Member  of  the  delegation  gave  his  personal  assurance 
that  he  had  only  the  higJisst  regard  for  Howard  Scott  and  only   ,^ 
wanted  to  expand  Technocracy'  rmd  ret?'. in  Scott  as  Directcr-in-        J"  T"*     *• 
Chief.     All  this  went  off  Howard  Scott  like  water  goes  of f  a  K      « 

duck's  jiack,     Ee  v/anted  to  knovr  who   started  the  move.     Re  wanted 
to  Imov]  who  financed  it.     He  ref'ised  to  ansv/er  dirSct  questions 
at  3.east  a  dozen  times.     Aslced  if  there  was  cjiy  good  i*eason  for  -^ 

such  secrecy^   he  said   'No.'     Nevertheless,   he  refused  to  *; 

ansrrer.     In  fact,    the  only  direct  question  he  answered  v;as   to 
the  effect  that  CHQ  did  not  have  a  separate  set  of  By-Laws 
for  its  governance. 

Howard  Scott  refused  to  answer  pertinent  questions.     He  stated 
flatly  that  CHQ.  has  only  one  bank  account  and  no  safety  deposit 
boxes,   and  that  all  that  CHCl  ovms  is   the  furniture  in  the  office. 
The  delegation  has   evidence  from  two  members   of  the  operating 
staff  at  CHQ  that  CHQ  has  an  account  in  the  Araalgrurated  Bank 
and  one  in   the  Chase  National  Bank  of  Ucvj  York.     Ho^vard  Scott 
told  P.  3.  Langan  forsonally  at  a  previous  visit  to  CHQ  that  he 
had  a  sr.iej^r  deposit  box» 
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Asked  if  he  would  cooperate  with  the  Program  of  the  Chicago 
Conference,  Howard  Soott  said  he  had  to   'see  sorne  other  people 
first,*     Those  are  his  words.       When  asked  who  the  other  people 
were,  he  refused  to  asnswcr.     He  also  said  that  he  would  have  to 
see  his  legal  staff.     After  trying  all  afternoon  to  pin  Hov/ard 
Scott  dovm  to  something  definite  without  results,  we  all  went 
out  to  dinner.     After  dinner,   the  futility  was  resurned  and 
lasted  till  about  11  p.m.     If  ever  a  human  "being  demonstrated 
unwillingness  to  talk,   to  ansvrer  questions,   or  to  be  pinned 
down,  it  was  HoT^rd  Scott.     This  behaviour  of  his  can  lead  to 
but  one  conclusion.     That  is,   there  must  be  scaiie thing  of  a 
highly  dubious  character  at  CHCL  that  must  be  kept  hidden  at 
all  costs. 

Surely,   it  cannot  be  the  Body  of  Thought  of  Technocracy.     Then 
it  must  either  be  sonething   connected  Tvith  the  personal  life 
of  Howard  Scott  or  something  connected  with  the  Oi^ganization. 
17HAT  IS  IT  THAT  ISJST  BE  KEPT  HIDDEN  AT  CHQ? 

After  parting  that  night,  Howard  Scott  agreed  to  meet  the 
delegation  the  next  day,  September  10,   1948,   at  6  p*m#     He 
agreed  to  go  orer  the  Program  point  by  point.     The  next  day  we 
thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  have  the  entire  operating 
staff  at  GHCl  present  to  participate  in  the  oondng  conference. 
We  thought  they  would  be  able  to  contribute  something  definite 
to  the  discussion  beaause  of  their  long  experience  in  the 
operations  of  Technocracy  Inc.     So  we  sent  Specip.1  Deliver^'' 
letters  to  the  follordng:     Aiirgaret  Von,   shipping  derk,  Gertrude 
Dennis,  assistant  treamirer,  A.  W.  Atvmter,   and  M.  A.  Briggs, 
requestipg  them  to  join  us  at  the  dinner  meeting. 

M.  A.  Bilggs  was  present  when  the  letters  were  delivered  on 
September  16,   1948*     Howard  Soott  signed  for  the  Dennis  and 
Von  letters.     M.  A.  Briggs  signed  for  her»  and  that  of  A.  W. 
At^Tater.     Ho?;-ard  Scott  used  physical  violence  to  push  h'u  A. 
Briggs  away  and  grab  the  two  letter  out  of  her  hand.     Eemsmber, 
this  was  her  personal  roail.     She  grabbed  them  back  and  retained 
them.     HoTJard  Scott  opened  the  Dennis  letter.     What  happened 
to  the  Von  letter  we  do  not  know.     Briggs  delivered  the  A.  W. 
Atwater  letter  to  him  in  his  officS.     Tlie  above  tussle  took 
place  in  the  presence  of  two  postal  clerks  delivering  the 
registered  icail. 


The  letters  invited  the  four  people  to  dinner  with  the  del- 
egation before  going  into  conference.     Scott  forbade  Briggs  to 
attend  the  dinner.     She  said  she  was  going.     Ho-^vard  Scott 
said:     You're  dismissed  from  CHCL*'     It  happened  just  like  that. 
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After  M.A.  Briggs  had  put  in  6^  years  of  faithful,   efficient 
^  >,   service  at  CHGl,   she  was  fired  suiiiiitrily  because  bhe  insisted  on 
^  ^    her  personal  right  to  go  to  dinner  vath  Technocrats  from  out  of 
^  ^   tovm.     Howard  Scott  then  went  into  A,  \I,  Atvvater's   office  and 
S5^^^  forbade  him  to  go  to  dinner  with   the  delegation.     A,V/.  Atv/ater 

V  said  he»d  go  anyway,     Hov/ard  Scott  said:      Tou're  dismissed  from 
*-      ^  aia.»     A.  W.  Atwater  said:      »That«s  fine.   Chief.     I  want  a 

letter  statin:^  vjhy  I'm  being  dismissed.*     Atv/ater  had  put  in 

7-^  years  at  CRQ.     It  does  not  count,   however.     The  operating 

,      staff   of  CH^  have  no  personal  life;   they  must  bow  to  the  v/hims 


of  Hov/ard  Scott, 


'^     Of  course,   the  real  reason  they  were  fired  was  not  because 
^  Howard  Scott  did  not  want  them  to  go  to  the  dinner.     It  was 
1^  because  he  did  not  vrant  them  to  attend  the  conference  that 
evening.     Howard  Scott  has  something  to  hide  at  CHQ.     He  is 
afraid  to  talk  to  Afembers  of  Technocracy  in  front  of  hi?  oi/n 
operating  staff.     Y/HAT  IS  HCWARD  SCOTT  HIDH^  AT  CHa? 


VPnen  the   delegation  shovred  up  at  6  p.m*   for  the  Dinner  Conf- 
erence, Howard  Scott  had  the  o:^fice  doors  locked,  and  refused 
to  permit  the  delegation  entry  on  their  o-.m  CIIQ.  property.     He 
forced  them  to  waii  in  the  outer  recepcion  room.     I-Iarard  Scott 
stood  behind  the  heavy  screen  door  leading  to  the  inner  office 
and  said:      'Gentlemen,    there'll  be  no  conference*'     Asked  why, 
he  said:      Tour  conduct  this  afternoon.*     That  was  all.     Hop/ard 
Scott  breaks  promises  vrlienever  it  suits  him. 

That  night  we  had  a  conference  v/ith  our  attorney.     After  mudi 
discussion,   it  was  decided  to  go  ahead  with  action  in  the 
\  ^Supreme  Court.     That  is  the  only  recourse  left.     lM5_jre£uires_ 
^^ime  and  money.     Hoi/ever,   it  must  bo  done.     If  in  the  meantime 
t^.e  Pro^aff "oi  the  Chicago  Conference  gains  sufficient  support 
from  the  Members  of   Technocracy  I/ic,   int'carested  in  the  Expan- 
sion of  the  activities  of  Technocracy^'  Inc.,   then  the  Petition 
to  the  Court  can  always  be  withdrawn  at  any  time/ 


The  next  day,   Friday,   September  17,   1948,   the  delegation 
decided  to  make  one  more  appeal  to  Horiard  Scott  for  an  inter- 
viev^.     A.  A.  Iviilligan  and  A.  E.   Thomas  were  selected  to  raaJce 
the  effort.     They  went  up  to  CHG.  and  met  a  cold  reception. 
Howard  Scott  told  them  Technocracy  -ftfas  like  the  Anny  and  had 
to  operate  vertically  with  arbitrary  authoritj'-.     Thomas  told 
Scott  that  he   (Thorap-s)   had  put  five  years  in  the  Amy,   and  that 
there  was  no  similarity  whatsoever.     In  the  An^jr  even   the  last 
private  in  the  rear  ranks  is  entitled  to,   and  gets,   a  trial 
when  he  is  accused  of  anything  serious.     In  Technocracy  Inc., 
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you  get  Id. eked  out,   smeared,   and  lied  about  if  you  dare  to 
doubt  or  question   the  divine  authority  and  vasdom  of  Howard 
Scott.     Some  similarity  J 

After  this  second  demonstration  of  Ho^vvard  Scott's  defiance  of 
law  and   the  ridits  of  Lfembers,    the  delegation  went  to  the  offices 
of   thvj  Attonaqy  General.     They  were  assigned  to  an  Assistant 
Attorne3/  Generfu.   for  interviev;.     The  delegation  was  informed  that, 
based  upon  what  we  had  told  him,    the  corporation   (Technocracy 
Inc. )  vfas  not  being   operated  as  a  true  Membership  Corporation. 
By  this  the  Attorne]'-  General  meant  that  the  Members  of   Technoc- 
racy Inc.  were  being  deprived  of   their  legal  rights,   and  the 
public  was  being  deceived  about  the  nature  of  Technocracy'  Inc. 

The  Assistant  Attorney  General  stated,   after  an  examination  of 
^'the  Bh' Sr.  GR  l;hat  it  appeared  that  the  Di recto r-in-Chief  has 
everything   at  CHQ.  rigged  nicely  to  suit  him.      The  BL  <5r  GR  makes 
Members  and  Sections   subject  to  CHQ.  Vvi.th  no  voice  or  rights   of 
their  o\m.     He  said  he'd  like   to   study  the  BL  &  GR  further,    so 
vre  left  a  copy  with  him.       ^,,  j\n.  .1^  jH  -j is    e  i^  ^.  »*  Uj  </

At  the  interviev7  in  the  Attorney  General's  Office,    the  delega- 
tion uncovered  another  major  lie  that  Hov^ard  Scott  has  broadcast 
inside  and  outside  the  Orga.nization.     He  has   repeatedly  stated, 
and  often  from  the  platform  at  Meiiibership  Meetings,   that  dlQ 
files   annual  reports  with  the  Attorney  General's  Office.     Tlie 
6ffice  of  the  Attorney  General  disclosed  that  no  papers  from 
Tcchnocrac:,'  Inc.  were  filed.     Annual  reports  to   the  Membership 
are  required  by  law,   but  not  to  the  Attorney  General's   office. 
Hoi7ard  Scott  has  never  in  15  years  given  reports   to  the  Member- 
ship and  has  lied  about  giving  reports  to  a  Government  agency 
v/"hich  doen't  even  require  reports  from  Membership  Corporations. 

The  next  night  vre  had  a  final  conference  T/ith  our  attorney. 
He  advised  us   on  mrjiy  points  of  procedure.     It  was  definitely 
decided  to  go  throu^  mth  a  Petition  to   the  Supreme  Court. 
Lest  some  Technocrats  may  not  ioiow  what  this  means,   let  us 
explain.     In  ITew  York  State,  Membership  Corporations   such  as 
Teclinocraq;/  Inc.   come  under  the  jurisdiction  of   the  Supreme 
Court.     If  any  Meiiber  of   such  a  corporation  suspects,    or  kno;'7s, 
that  something  illegal   is  going  on  in  the  operations   of   the  Board 
of  Directors  of   the  corporation,   he  can  petition  the  Court  for 
an  investigation.      The  Court  may   appoint  a  Referee,   depending 
upon   the  disclosures  mr.de,  v/ho  rail  hold  hearings   and  inspect 
the  records   of   the  corporation.     H:ls  report  to   the   Court  forms 
the  basis  of   their  later  action.     Vfe  do  not  know  what  the  Referee 
vdll  find.     We  do   loaw/,    hov?ever,   that  HovTard  Scott  has  laid  himr 
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self  and  Technooracy  Inc.  wide  open  by  his  behaviour  as  Directoi^ 
in-Chief.  The  Members  of  Technocracy  Inc.  have  legal  rights  as 
Members.  Hov/ard  Scott  has  flouted  and  denied  these  rights  for  y 
yea,rs.  The  Members  of  Technocracy''  have  a  higher  loyalty  than 
loyalty  to  Howard  Scott.  That  loyal t}^  is  to  the  Continent  of 
North  i-toerica,  its  people  and  its  future  destiny.  The  Body  of 
Thought  of  Technocracy  contains  the  only  solution  to  the  social 
problems  facing  this  Continental  Area.  Without  Technocracy'", 
there  is  no  future  for  North  America,  except  the  social  hell  of 
fascism. 

yfhat,   then,  shall  we  say  and  do  as  Technocrats  when  one  man 
arrogates  to  himself  the  sole  power  to  control  and  direct  the 
policies  of  Technocracy'*?  Have  v/e  learned  nothing  from  history? 
Have  we  learned  nothing  from  the  millions  of  people  killed  in 
the  late  war  against  fascism?  Vvhat  sh?ll  v/e  say  and  do  v;hen  one 
man  obstructs  the  expansion  of  Technocracy  in  ITorth  America? 
Every  Technocrat  knows  that  what  the  Germans  call  the  'fuehrer 
princip*  or  the  principle  of  leadership  is  directly  contrary 
to  and  incon-.patible  with  the  principles  of  science.  The 
leadership  principle  is  nothing  more  ncr  less  than  pure  fascism. 
Fascism  is  a  vertical-authoritarian  aligni-eut  of  social  controls. 
That  is  the  v/ay  Kov/ard  Scott  has  been  operating  Technocracy 
Inc.  for  many  years. 

The  scientific  method  is  not  authoritarian.  Science  is  the 
determination  of  the  next  most  probable  in  any  field,  not  the 
authoritarian  pronouii cement  of  *etemal  verities.'  The 
scientific  method  of  social  operation  is  a  functional  alignment 
of  social  controls.  There  is  a  world  of  difference  between 
this  and  fascism.  One  is  a  dictatorship.  The  other  is  social 
operation  by  measurement  cf  social  facts. 

Technocracy  is  the  social  aspect  of  science.  As  such,  it  is 
unalterably  opposed  to  fascism  wherever  found.  If  it  is  found 
outside  of  the  Organization,  we  v/ill  fight  it.  If  it  is  found 
inside  the  Organization,  v;e  ivill  do  likew5.se.  Technocracy'"  is 
dedicated  to  North  A:r.erica,  not  to  Howard  Scott.  The  position 
of  the  Chicago  Conference  on  this  point  is  correct.  17e  knmT 
it  is  correct,  and  vie  will  follov/  this  line  no  natter  T;hat 
happens.  Let  every  Technocrat  examine  the  facts.  That  is  all 
the  Chica^^o  Conference  asks.

The  Chicago  Conferenc3e  has  already  resulted  in  a  step-up  in 
activity.     For  the  first  tine  since  April,   1947,   a  general  re- 
lease has  been  receired  from  CHGL,'     This  is   indeed  a  notable 
achievement,   but  it  is  not  the  only  one.     Sections   in  this  Area 
report  a  decided  increase  in  activity.     Record  Membership 
kleetings,  Stud^/-  Groups  and  Round  Table  Discussions   are  the 
order  of  the  day.     A  new  spirit  of  enthusiasm  is  evident; 
morale  has  risen;   Technocrats  feel  that  at  long  last  Tech- 
nocracy is  on   the  movei 

At  a  Special  Manbership  Meeting  called  in  Toronto   the  atten- 
dance Tras  almost  100^  greater  than  at  any  Membership  Aiseting 
in  our  SHO.  historj'".     All  the  chairs  in  the  large  auditorium 
were  occupied.     Benches  were  called  into  use  at  the  rear,   and 
still  sorK?  Members  v;ere  forced  to  stand #     The  response  to  the 
appeal  for  support  for  the  prograia  of  the  Chicago  Conference 
v;as  a  veritable  landslide.     The  largest  Membership  turnout  in 
the  histor}'-  of  the  \^indsor  Section  gave  similar  support.     At 
ICitoheaier  their  S20.  bulged  at  the  doors  —  and  so  on  dorm  the 
line.     The  same  enthusiastic  reception  \r^s  given  the   Chicago 
Conference  Program  at  E.'unilton,   St.   Thonas  and  Broclcville. 


Technocraqtr  —  the  Organization 

Technocracy'  is  a  body  of   thought.     It  is  also  an  Organization 
which  is  the  vehicle  for  carrying  the  body  of  thought.     It  is 
a  functional  Organization  vdth  each  Member  supposedly  occupying 
the  position  best  suited  to  his  ability.     A  Technocrat  holds 
the  position  or  office  in  the  Organization  for  which  he  is 
best   suited.     It  has  long  been   said  by  Speaker^,    and  vrritten 
in  the  literature  of  the  Organization,    tha-t  ?,  Technocrat  holds 
office  not  on  the  basis   of  past  performance  but  on  the  basis 
of   present   ability  and  present  function.     Just  as  in  the 
Schematic  Adi:d.ni  strati  on  as   set  out  in  the  blueprints  for  a 
Technate,   the  Member  holds   that  position  towards  which,    in  a 
free  functionally'-  operating  mechanism  he  v/ould  naturally 
gravitate  through  his   demonstrated  ability. 
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The  Section  Governor  of  Organization,   for  instance,   is  the 
man  who,  by  virtue  of   his  ability  and  willingness  to  function, 
is  the  man  (or  woman)   best  fitted  for  ihat  position.     But, 
brilliant  and  capable  as  he  z^y  ^®>   ^^  doiss  not  usurp  this 
position  and  decide  in  a  dictatorial  manner  the  course  that 
Organizational  policy  will  take.      He  has  a  Committee,    and  the 
members  of  the  Organization  Committee  contribute  their  know- 
ledge and  their  particular  abilities  to  the  sub-sections  of  the 
Organization  Committee.     His  ability  to  co-relate  the   sum  total 
of  knowledge  of  his  Committee  and  to  view  the  overall  picture 
in  the  Organizational  field  gives  him  the  privilege  to  finally 
determine  the  course  that  organizational  policy  will  take.     If 
he  falls   down  on  the  job  and  another  Member  of   Technocracy 
appears  who  possesses  superior  qualifications  together  with  a 
desire  to  function,   the  Board  of  Governors  replaces  him  by  the 
more  suitable  Member. 

As  a  Committee  in  a  functional,    dynamic.   Organization  it  can 
operate  in  no  other  manner.     The  chief  point  to  stress  here  is 
that  the  operating  mechanism  of  a  Section  is  al^vay^   in  a  state 
of  dynamic  flux.     At  all  times  the  rule  maist  be  observed  —  the 
best  man  for  the  job J     No  consideration  of  personal  feelings, 
friendship,   likes  or  dislikes,    enters   the  picture.     Vi/hat  is  the 
ability  of  the  Member  for  the  job?     That  is   -the  criterion.     This 
is  how  a  Technate  will  operate.     This  is  the  very  core  and  sub- 
stance of   the  body  of   thought  of  Technocracy.     It  is   through  the 
appli caption  of  the  principle  of  the  functional  operation  of  the 
social  mechanizm  from  the  details  to  the  overall  picture  that 
the  future  of  North  Tunericans  will  be  assured  and  the  distrib- 
ution of  abundance  achieved.     The  Organization  of  Technocracy 
Inc.   should  be  a  structure  in  m5.niature  of   an  operating  Technate, 
with  certain  consideration  given  to  the  tactical  position  of   such 
an  Organization  operating  within  the  confines  of  a  Price  System. 

Vfhat  Do  We  Find? 


But  on  examining  the  operating  characteristics  of  the  Organi- 
zation of  Technocracy  Inc.,  what  do  we  find?     Vfe  find  the  in- 
dividual Sections  operating  in  a  f^jnctional  Technocratic  manner. 
Vfe  find  some  area  coordination  achieved  aLmost  entirel^r  on  the 
trial  and  error  method  in  the  particular  area  —  and  da^mned 
little  of   that  J     We  find,    in  the  rmin,    each  individual  Section 
finding   out  the  hard  way,    and  at  much   cost  and  loss  of   time,   the 
best  course  to  pursue.     CRQ.,  which  should  be   the  disseminating 
centre  for  such  vital  infonrnticn,   gained  from  experiences  all 
over  the  Held,   has,   since  the  war  years,   been  sitting  comfort- 
ably on  his  posterior  extremity. 
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No  direction,  worthy  of  the  nnme,   has  come  from  CHQ.     No 
general  release  since  April,    19471     On  the  contrary,  most 
applications  for  infonmtion  and  direction  have  been  ignored. 
Any  display  of    enthusiasm  has  been  squelched,   either  by  the 
effective  method  of  not  bothering  to   reply  to  correspondence, 
or  by  the  subtle   sabotage  of  deLaying  tactics.     So,   thousands 
of  Technoca:'ats,   aware  of   this   strange  state  of  affairs  at  CHQ., 
began  to  ask  questions.     Here  pjnd  there,   over  cups   of  coffee 
after  Section  meetings,   discussions  took  place  and  questions 
were  asked.     What  was  the   explanation  of   this  strange  behavior 
of  CHG? 

Speculations 

Was  he  grovring  discouraged  after  16  years  of  struggle?     Had 
he  ivritten   off   the  Technate  as  an  impossibility  and  in  the 
manner  of  idealists  had  cynically  resigned  himself   to  the 
inevit'^ble  —  the   continuance  of  the  Price  System  in  some 
bastard  and  degenerate  form? 

or 

Had  a  change  of  heart  developed  in  the  course  of  16  years?  Was 
he  selling  out  the  Organization  to  some  fascist  group  who  might 
utilize  enough  of  the  principles  included  in  the  body  of  thought 
of  Technocracj'"  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  North  AmericPvn 
social  mechanism  in  some  manner  that  v/oild  retain  for  the  ben- 
eficiaries of  the  Price  System,  their  present  privileges  and 
preferential  advnntage? 


Had  he  just  grovm  tired  of   it  all  nnd,   being  in  a  postion  to 
enjoy  all  the  material  pleasures   that  he  might  desire,  had  he 
come  to  look  upon  Technocracy  as  a  pleasant  hobby  —  his   own 
creation?     Had  he  becon>3  content  to  relr.x  his  efforts  and  retire 
within  the  serene  enclosure  of   a  satisfied  mind  and  treat  Tech- 
nocracy as  an  int^rcstiiig  and  pleasing  intellectual  pastime? 

All  these  discourses  over  cups  of  coffee  in  rcstp.urants  and 
Members'  homes   in  cities  and   towns  all  over  this  Continent 
v/ere,    of  course,   pure  speculation.     And  the  speculations  noted 
above  do  not  exliaust  the  list.     There  were  less   flattering 
speculations  which  we  vdll  not  enumerate  here.     But  the  point 
to  stress  and  re-stress  is  that  they  were  purely  and  simply 
speculations.     What  other  foim  could  they  talce  when  there  were 
no  facts  from  CHQ  to  form  a  connect  analysis?     For  alvnys,  at 
CHQ.,   tliere  has  been  that  impenetrable  Iron  Curtain  behind  v/hioh 
no  Member  of  Tedinocrac}^  has  been  permitted.

The  Program  of   the  Chicago  Conference  which 
ivas  placed  in  written  fonn  before  you,   refute  your  statement. 

The  Program  states  that,  if  the  number  of  Continental  Direc- 
tors is  less  tlian  five,   that  it  be  increased  to  five  by  appoint- 
ment of  Members  of  Technocracy  Inc.  approved  by  the  delegation, 
to  act  only  until  Nov.  15,   1948,   at  which  time  the  Ivianbership 
v/Guld  approve  or  disapprove  the  appointnxjnts  at  the  Annual 
ivietibership  Meeting.     Tlxis  requirement  -k^s  liTcrely  to  ensure 
that  the  number  of  Directors  would  equal  the  nuL-ber  required 
by  law.     You,  Howard  Scott,  have  resorted  to  the  tactics  of 
misrepresentation.     Is  it  not  you  who  must  be  held  to  account 
for  any  confusion  that  has  taken  place  in  the  51  eld? 

Technocracy  is  no  intellectual  pastime  with  the  Technocrats  in 
the  Field  who  are  doing  the  hard  work.     They  will  not  sacrifice 
their  Organization  nor  the  future  of  200  million  North  Americans 
on  the  altar  of  any  individual's  dictatorial  whim  or  personal 
ego.     They  will  not  permit  the  fate  of  a  Continent  to  be  depen- 
dent on  the  integrity,   infallibility  and  continued  eiistcnce 
of  one  man.     They  demand  a  functional  Continental  Headquarters 
that  will  conmand  the  respect  not  only  of  MotnboTS,   but  also  of 
the  functional  engineering  personnel  of  this  Contineitl"^i 
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CEQl  has  placed  a  blanket  charge  of   'sabotage'   on  all  support- 
ers of  the  Program  of  the  Chicago  Conference.     When  all  the 
facts  have  been  laid  before  the  Mcaabers  it  mil  then  be  up  to 
the  individual  Technocrat  to  arrive  at  his  own  conclusion 
derived  from  an  objective  analysis   of  the  facts  presented. 
If  he  finds   e\'idence  of  sabotage  a,gainst  Teclinocracy  »s  body 
of  thought^   then  he  has  no  alternative.     His  first  loyalty 
must  Ite  to   the  Bodj''  of  Thought  and  to  North  America, 

ORG  claims   that  there  -^vas  sabotage  evident  at  Operation 
Columbia,  the  1947  Toronto  Area  Conference,   Operation  Golden 
Gate,   and  Operation  Lake  Erie,     Yfe  were  present  at  t\7o  of  these 
eveaits  and  observed  no  such  evidence  on  the  part  of  Technocrats 
from  the  Field.     In  fact  some  of  the    'saboteirrs'   of   the  Chicago 
Conference  -were  instrumental  in  promoting  these  operations. 

There  are,   hoi^ever,   a  fev;  questions  that  we  would  like 
answered.     We  would  be  very  grateful  to  any  Technocrat  who 
can  snpply  the  ansvrers. 

Was  the  previously  arranged  plan  for  a  police  escorted 
tour  through  the  city   of  Seattle  on    'Operation  Colurnbia' 
ordered  cancelled  at  the  last  minute?     This  is  an  especially 
pertinent  question  because  of  iho  fact  that  the  police 
escort  squad  of  several  dozen  had  already  had  their  leaves 
cancelled  hy  the  Seattle  Police  Departnewt  for  this  par- 
ticular operation. 

^Vhy  was  the  order  given  at  the  last  moment  to  cancel  the 
parade  of  Gray  Cars   through  Toronto   at  the  time  of  the  1947 
Toronto  Area  Conference? 

Why  did  Hoi7ard  Scott  state  that  a  Public  l-aeeting  arranged 
to  be  held  during    *Ope ration  Golden  Gate*  was  out  of   order  — 
and  thereby,  by  his  declaration,   sabotage  the  success   of  this 
meeting? 

Why  did  Howard  Scott  decline  to  sit  in  on  a  meeting  of 
the  Detroit  Board  of  Governors  during  Operation  Lake'  Erie? 
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Why  was  no  action  taken  and  no  reply  cnade  to  the  letter 

to  CHQ  from  the  Cleveland  V/orsted  Lills  Co.  in  April^   1947, 
offering  to  supply  Gray  Cloth  to  specification,   on  8  to  9 
weeks  deliveiy?     Why  has  the  statanoit  teen  repeatedly  made 
since  then  that  Gray  Cloth  was  not  obtainable?     Why  was  H»V. 
Wilkie  accused  of  sabotage  when  he,   on  his  own  initiative, 
in  response  to  the  desire  of  Maoabers  for  Gray  Suits,  made 
available  Gray  Suits? 

Why  has  the  Study  Course,   the  Teiy  basis  of  our  educational 
tool,   not  been  brought  up  to  date?     IVhy  do  Study  Class 
leaders  have  to  suffer  the  humiliation  of  observations  frcxn 
visitors  and  no::  iiHahbers  that  the  Study  Course  is  talking 
al\nxys  in  terms  of  the  present  —  but  that  the    'present* 
is  the  depression  of  1933,  with  World  War  I  as  of  recent 
filQDbiy? 

Why  is  CHCl  situated  geographically  so  remote  from  most 
Technocracy  Sections?     Is  the  purpose  for  this   to  keep  as 
far  avray  as  possible  from  the  prying  eyes  of  Merabers?     Why 
are  the  Technocrats  of  the  East  behind  the  Program  of  the 
Chicago  Conference?     Is  it  because  more  of  them  have  been 
to  CRQ.  and  have  made  observations? 

VTtiy  vrr.s  the  New  York  Section,  7340-^,    closed?     Ask  any 
fonoer  Member  of   the  Neir  York  Section.     Th^  have  been  close 
to  CHQ..     Thty  knavf  the  score.     We  quote  from  a  recent  letter 
from  a  former  member  of  the  Nev,'  York  Section: 

••I  v.Tint  you  to  know  that  your  action  for  the  first  time 
opens  the  road  to  building  an  Organization  of  such  correctness 
and  function  that  it  -^vlll  be  able  to  command  the  unreserved 
loyalty  of  those  v/ho  understand  the  correctness  and  urgenay 
of  the  Body  of  Thought.  Your  action  riiUst  be  fouglit  through 
to  a  successful  conclusion  under  any  circuListances.  Unless 
it  is,    the  Organiza-tion  is  doomed. 

"I  T7onder  if  you  realize  v^at  the  Conference  Program  and 
action  means  to  many  like  iryself,  who  don't  really  live 
unless  they  can  work  for  Technocracy,  but  v;ho  have  seen 
operation  high  in  the  Organization  v/hich  was  novrhere  near 
up  to  the  Body  of  Thought,   but  couldn't  do  a  damned  thing 
about  it.     As  individuals,   no  one  could.     It  vdll  be  a 
bitter  fight,   and  from  Scott's  tactics  so  far,   it  will 
be  daimed  dirty,   and  it  will  be  of  the  utmost  seriousness. 
But,   ty  God,   it  will  settle  a  lot  of   things." 
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In  an  Ontario  city^   Technocracy  had  "been  presented  to  several 
classes  of  a  University.     Several  members  of  the  University, 
"both  of  the  student  bod}'-  and  of   the  faculty,  were  keenly 
interested •     Hcvrovor,   before  th^^^  got  into  the  Organization 
they  wanted  to  iiiake  siire  what  the^'  were  getting  into.     Th^ 
made  an  investigation  of  their  ovm  in  lTe;v  York,   probably 
similar  to  that  made  by  the  delegation  of  the  Chicago  Confer^ 
ence.     We  have  been  urging  the  public  for  years   to  investigate 
Technocraqj".      Some   of  the  public  have  taken  us   at  our  vrord. 
They  have  gone  right  to  Nev/  York  vdth  their  investigation, 
and  they  did  not  become  members  of   Tcolmccracy  InCo     T/hy  did 
they  report  back  that  Technoci-acj/-  Inc.  was  not  operated  in  a 
legal  manner,   and  that  all  evidence  pointed  to  CHCt  "being  a 
financial  racket?

In  other  words  the  Liaabers  of  Technocracy  Inc.  monst  operate 
on  ff  itr^'     Meirbers  of   a  scientific  social   organization  must 
V  oil  eve  in  the  all- -pervr^.  ding  infallibilii7.'  of  one  man.     If  he 
lives    CO   te  one  hundred  yer.rc  clO,  we  ciist  still  have  faith'. 
We  must  become  as  little  children  and  have   » faith.'     If  ife 
question  the  correctness  of  a  command,    or  if  we  try  to  help 
him  we  get  spanked  and   colled   saboteurs »     "iVhat  do  you  think 
of  it,   Technocrr.ts?     Is   thif:   the  highest  type  of  bchaidour 
of  Y/hich  we,    as  Technocrats,    are  capable?     Can  V7e  call  it 
intelligent?     Is  it  coiqjatible  -vTith  the  scientific  method? 

Does  it  smack  of  the  authoritarian  brand  of  behaviour?     Is 
this  v:hat  the  body  cf  thought  of  Teohnocrrcy  has  tau.ght  us? 
CHQ.  has  frczc-n  Section  "bank  accounts^  built  up  ^rj  the  nickels 
and  dimes  cf  Technocrats,   in  arbiirai^^  fashion,   notv.'ithstancuing 
the  fact  that  Sections,   according  to  BL  &  GR,   are  financially 
autonomoTis  units.     It  has  frozen  the  funds  of  the    'Great 
Lakes  Technocrat'   on  the  eve  of  publication  of  an  issue.

They  know 
that  it  is  a  hollow  shell #     We  Technocrats  in  the  East  who  are 
nearest  to  New  York  City  are  not  afraid  of  CHCt.     iilmore  Philpott, 
the  only  Canadian  journalist  of  note  vdio  has  given  Technocracy 
favourable  publicity  in  the  past,   is  not  afraid  of  CEQi*     We 
quote  from  his  article  in  the   'Vancouver  Sun*  of  Sept.  30; 

"Howard  Scott  reacted  to  the  Chicago  decision  in  undem- 
ocratic fashion.     In  spite  of   the  fact  that  the  people 
who  had  taken  part  in  it  included  iiEiny  of   the  oldest, 
most  103ml  and  hard  working  Technocrats,   dozens  were 
•dismissed'  by  Scott  in  the  arbitrary  rar.nner  well  knor/n 
in  totalitarian  countries.
